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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 20, 2004 has been entered. 

This Office action addresses claims 1 and 3-15, Claims 1, 3-12 and 15 are allowed. 
Claims 13 and 14 are newly rejected under 35 USC §102, as necessitated by amendment. This 
action is non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 

3035074U. Regarding claims 13 and 14, the reference teaches a single input-output terminal 
(plug 20) disposed directly on a battery body (2). The prongs of the plug inherently comprise 
positive and negative terminals. An appliance (i.e., cellular phone) is electrically connected to 
the plug in order to recharge the battery (see abstract). 
Thus, the instant claims are anticipated. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-12 and 15 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The reasons for allowance of independent claims 1, 7 and 8 were given in the previous 

Office action and remain applicable. As an addendum, Ohtake (U.S. Patent 4,563,626) discloses 
relevant terminal structures in Figure 1 . However, these terminals are located on the bodies of 
the wireless transmitter and the car, respectively, neither of which are considered to be a 
"battery" as required by the instant claims (although these devices contain batteries). As such, 
the claims are also distinguished over Ohtake.
